tain pꝛiuate Cutates, Pꝛeachets, and other lape men, conttatp to their bounden ductits of obedience, 
doth taſhely attempte of their awne and ſinguler witte and mynde, tn ſome Pariſhe Churches and 
othetwile. not onely to perſwade the people, from the olde and accuſtomed Ritcs and Ceremonies, but 
alſo theimſelf bzyngeth in newe and ſtraunge oꝛdets, every one in their Churche, accozdyng to theit 
phantaſies:The whiche as it is an euident token of pʒide and attogancie, ſo it tendeth bothe to contu⸗ 
ſion and diſoꝛdꝛe, and alſo to the high diſpleaſure of almightie God, who loucth nothyng ſo muche as 
02d2e and obedtence : Whetefoꝛe his Maleſtie ſtrarghtly chargeth and commaundeth, that no maner 
 perſone.of what eſtate,ozdze,oz degree ſo eutt he be, ot his pziuate mynde, will oz phantaſie, do omttte, 
leaue doune, chaunge , alter oz (nnouate any oidꝛe , Kite 02 Ceremonie , conmonly vſed and frequen- 
ted in the Churche of Englande,and not commaunded to bee left doune at any tyme , in the reigne ol 
our late ſouereigne lozde his highnes father other then ſuche as his highnes by the adutle akozelated, 
by his maleſties viſitours, Jniunccions,Deatutes 02 Pzoclamacions, hath already oz hereafter ſhall 
commaunde, to be omitted,left,,nnouated, oz chaũged: But that thet be obſerued after that ſozt,as bes

A N D tothe intente that raſhe and ſcdicious Pzeachers', ſhould not abuſe his highnes 
people, it ts his Pateſties pleaſure, that wholoeuer ſhall take vpon hym to pꝛeacht openly , in any 
parriſhe Churche,Chapell,oz any other open place,other then thole, whiche be licenſed by the :pnges 
mateſtie,oz his highnes Uiſitours,the Irchebiſhoppe of Canterburp, oz the Biſhoppe of the Dioceſe 
where he doth pzeache: Excepte it bee the Bilhop,Perſone, Uicat. Btane, Warden. oñ Pzouoſt,tn his 
02 thetr awne Cure, ſhalbe furthwith vpon ſuche attempt and pzeachpng,contrarp to this Pzoclama- 
| Clon, committed to pztlone, and there remain vntill ſuche tyme, as his mateſtte by the adutle afozeſaid, 
hath taken ozdze fo the further puniſhment of theſame . And that the pzemilles ſhould bee moze ſpe- 
delp and diligently doen and perfomed, his highnes geueth ſtratghtly in commaundement, to al Jus
